3. ^No person shall permit his 
horse, carriage, cart, wagon, sled, 
oir sleigh or other vehicle to stand 
upon any street longer than is ab¬ 
solutely necessary for the owner, 
driver or person using same to 
transact his business with the 
person opposite wthose premises 
the same shall stand and no per¬ 
son shall tie his horse to any post 
ring or hook or in any other way 
across any sidewalk ot cross¬ 
ing so as to obstruct traffic nor 
shall .any person detach any ve¬ 
hicle from the animal or animals 
drawing the same and leave same! 
on any (of the streets o»r lanes of | 
the Villaige of Chauvin and no! 
person shall in anywise obstruct j 
the free use of any of the streets, 
lanes, sidewalks and crossing by I 
any other means. 

4. No person shall suffer or I 
permit any horse, mare or geld¬ 
ing to run at large, or stand in:

prevent its running away. 

5. No person shall tie .otr fast-1 
en any animal to any tree, shrub! 
or sapling in any streea or public j 
place ill the said Village. 

6. No person shall ride any I 
bicycle on any of the silewalks 
in the said Village. 

7. No person shall run, draw 
or push any wagon, wheelbarrow, 
cart, or truck, sleigh, or other 
vehicle (this does not include 
baby carriages) upon any of the 
sidewalks of the said Village. 

8. No person shall stand in 
groups, or sit or lounge on chairs, 
benches orr other things in front 
of any saloon, boarding-house, 
hotel or place of public entertain¬ 
ment or on any of the streets or 
sidewalks so as to cause any ob¬ 
struction to the free use of the 
said streets and sidewalks for 
foot passengers. 

9. No owner or occupant of 
any premises shall allow any gate 
fo swing over the sidewalks in 
the Village. 

10. No person shall construct 
or erect and doorstep, porch, sign 
awning, railing or other erection 
or obstruction or make or place 
any moveable traps or doors for 
entrance to cellers which shall in 
any wise encroach upon the side¬ 
walks or streets tof said village 
without the consent of the Coun¬ 
cil. first had and obtained. 


11. No personshall thfirow or 
pile cordwood, firewood or coal 
upon any plank or paved side¬ 
walk or any street so as to ob¬ 
struct the free use thereof. 

12. Any person found guilty 
of a breech of this By-Law shall 
upon conviction before a Justice 
of the Peace or other Officer hav¬ 
ing jurisdiction be liable to the 
penalties imposed by f he By-Law 
providing for the enfore. *.t of 
the By-Laws of the Village of 
Chauvin.

SATURDAY 
FEBRUARY 21st 1925 


1. All exhibitors must be members 
of the Chauvin Agricultural Society. 

2. In the case of wheat, oats, bar 
ley and rye. the exhibitor must have 
for sale, or be retaining for seed on 
his own farm, at least 50 bushels of 
wheat, oats, barley and rye. 5 bus¬ 
hels of potatoes. 25 bushels of flax. 

3. In classes 1 to 1G inclusive one 
bushel of seed shall be shown; in 
classes 17 to 18 cne-half bushel. All 
exhibits of seed shall be held to be 
representative of the total quantit 
of such seed offered for sale by the 
exhibitor. 

4. No premium shall be awarded 
on exhibits that contain impurities 
which, in the opinion of the judges, 
are of noxious nature. 

5. No exhibitor is allowed to make 
more than one entry in each class of 
Seed Grains and Potatoes. 

G. All samples of seed must be 
labelled, after judging, with the name 
and address of the exhibitor, the name 
of the variety, the amount of seed for 
sale, and the selling price. 

7. The committee in conjunction 
with the judges reserve*. the right to 
debar any exhibit on which, in their 
judgement, a prohibitive price is 
placed. 

8. Any exhibitor making entry un¬ 
der any of the above classes thereby 
guarantees that his exhibit is a fair 
sample of the seed he has for sale, and 
was grown on his own farm in 1924.

This can be obtained, without charge prior to February 1st. at the 
Dominion Seed Branch Calgary. Don’t leave it until too late.

Agricultural Society have added two classes for oats in the list of 
These are for oats grown in 1923. This has been done to afford 
opportunity for thbse having, and those dessiring, to get together 
and trade in seed > 0 )ats. -In doing this they are killing two birds 
with! one stone, or in other words ? they are encouraging local trading 
and facilitating the supply of good seed oats and a subsequent more 
certain crop.

Three Rivers, Quebec, Has New Station 

C itizens of Three Rivers, Quebec, regard the recent inauguration of the new Canadian Pacific Railway Station 
as marking a new epoch in the life of their city inasmuch as it affords proof of the status already attained by 
Trois-Rivieres as an industrial centre and of the greater prominence it is expected to occupy in the future. The new 
station building is the most up-to-date and magnificent of its kind in eastern Canada. Of its construction cost, not 
less than $200,000 represents the amount of money spent in Three Rivers. 

Some idea as to the way Three Rivers has developed may be gathered from a few remarks made by E. J. Hebert, first 
assistant general passenger agent, Canadian Pacific Railway, in proposing a toast at the banquet that marked the 
official opening. “Until 1875 navigation was the only transportation facility” he said. “Then the Northern Railway 
was built between Quebec, Three Rivers and Montreal, but it was not until 1905 that ndustries began to appear.
